mind.

You adults have such places 
in the form of the Legion and the Athletic Club and many other fine 
organizations. How would you like it if you had to hold dances in a 
gym? Can you honestly say that you would? 

We would gladly build our own place if we had the money, but we 
don’t. The citizens. certainly showed. that°they -wanted ‘to- help us by 
supporting us on the Labor Day affair but we realize that their support 
is limited also; therefore we must rely on support for this new Drop-Inn 
from the city manager and the council. Their main reason, it seems, 
is that they don’t have the money. They want to lower the tax so people 
can build. Who are these people? Greenbelters? A few perhaps, but 
mostly outsiders who want to take advantage of Greenbelt’s advantages. 
Sure, we all want a bigger and better town, but will it be better? Will 
we have quality as well as quantity? ; 

The Drop-Inn is a proven thing. It’s not an experiment. Were there 
“crime waves” when the old Drop-Inn was in operation? Did parents 
wonder where their children were? No, they knew they were down at 
the Drop-Inn. We, the teenagers, liked it and want another like it 
only even more so, 

The teenagers I know are basically good, but they are dissatisfied. 
Are you going to leave us out in the streets or pent-up in the houses? 
Remember, we’re the next citizens of our community. Whether we're 
good or bad ones rests with you. Talk to your councilmen—that’s what 
they are for, you know.

To the Editor: 

In its January 26 issue the GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW published 
a letter from Harold Hufendick protesting the actions of the Greenbelt 
City Council, and the GVHC Board, relative to the Fulbright-Harris Gas 
Bill. The letter was accompanied by editorial comments in support of 
Mr. Hufendick’s position. 

As @ member of Council who introduced the matter at a recent Coun- 
cil meeting and phrased the motion committing Council to the action it 
took,, I would like to reply to both the letter and the editorial remarks. 

Reader Hufendick is quite justified in questioning whether Council 
was operating within its proper sphere, and he is to be commended for 
publicly raising the question. The GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW, in 
printing the letter, is certainly keeping faith with its goal of serving as 
a vehicle of expression for the people of Greenbelt. I wish, however, the 
editor’s comments had been of greater help in clarifying the issue. 

When the matter was brought to the attention of City Council, it 
was stated at the outset that the existence of legitimate interest might 
not seem apparent. Obviously, since natura] gas is not used in Green- 
belt, it might seem that our concern could be only academic. 

Throughout the testimony of many persons who appeared before the 
Interstate Commerce committees of both Houses of Congress there have 
been references to the price-relationship between natural gas and fuel oil. 

Senators Douglas, Pastore, Kennedy, Duff, and Wylie—from both 
major parties and from opposing sides of the political spectrum—have all 
stated that the expected rise in the cost of natural gas that would result 
from the passage of the Bill would be followed, if not accompanied by, 
increases in the cost of competing fuels - - including fuel oil. 

That the issue is one about which reasonable men can differ is cer- 
tainly not to be denied. It is my belief, based not necessarily on a 
philosophy of government but on reasoned presentations made by mem- 
bers of Congress, by mayors of most of the major cities in the nation, by 
representatives of the vast majority of natural gas distributers, and by 
the comments of the official spokesmen of the natural gas producers, 
that the removal of gas producers from public-interest regulatory con- 
trol would bring about sharp rises in prices of natural gas and compen- 
satory increases in the price of fuel oil. 

In its representative capacity, City Council, in my opinion, was with- 
in its rights in taking the action it did to request the senators from 
Maryland to oppose the pending Bill. |

Warner-Kanter, owners of the 
land, have requested that the site 
be rezoned to Commercial C-2 fer 
this purpose. GCS has contracted 
with W-K to lease the site for 40 
years, the station to remain W-K’s. 
Ashelman claimed this to be a 
sound business practice, cheaper 
than any leasing or purchasing ar- 
rangement proposed by Gilbert. 

Chasanow countered that several 
managers of the stores presenth- 
operated by GCS have approached 
him about leasing the stores frony 
Gilbert. Ashelman, refusing to 
take this seriously, jested “I didn’t 
know I had so many fools working 
for me.” Chasanow charged that 
the $100,000 price mentioned by 
GCS in its weekend announcement 
was inaccurate, but the exack 
amount was not revealed. Gilbert. 
is prepared to invest $500,000 im 
improvement, he said, and will give. 
Greenbelters what they want in a. 
shopping facility. He chastised 
GCS for allowing the center to de- 
teriorate, and assured the group 
that if Gilbert ever did anything 
detrimental to Greenbelt he would 
no longer represent him. 

Gilbert will have a “monopolistic” 
hold on the present gas station site 
if the Southway site is not rezoned, 
and residents will then have to pay 
more for gas in order to provide. 
the rental Gilbert wants, GCS peo- 
ple declared. The Southway site 
will not be an eyesore or traffic 
hazard, they claimed, althougir 
the city would have to pave a 100- 
foot right of way and trees woukid 
have to be planted. 

Ashelman admitted that the: 
station might be closer to the near-. 
est home than indicated in a draw-- 
ing he displayed. He claimed the: 
site was marked “commercial” om 
development plans as far back as 
1954, which is one of the reasons 
why GCS was taken aback by the 
current opposition to the proposal. 
Ashelman said GCS is willing to re- 
quest commercial zoning only far 
the land actually used by the sta- 
tion (building and driveways), the. 
remainder to stay as presentiy 
zoned. 

This whole subject will be dis-. 
cussed at city council meeting 
Monday, February 6. 


GVHC Board Seeks 
City Planning Body 


A proposed planning commission 
for Greenbelt, the Fulbright gas 
bill, aid to the Baptist Chapel, and 
a land swap with Warner-Kanter, 
were among matters discussed by 
the Greenbelt Veteran Housing 
Corporation board on Friday, Jan- 
uary 27. 

GVHC manager Paul Campbell 
suggested the planning commission 
idea, approved by the board, rec- 
ommending to city council that it 
set up a 9-member body to plan 
‘development of the undeveloped 
land. Two council or city staff 
members, two GVHC board or 
staff members, one Warner-Kanter 
representative and four other mem- 
bers would form the commission. 

The board reaffirmed its previous 
decision to write the two Mary- 
land Senators expressing its oppo- 
sition to the natural gas bill. This 
action was taken because of a let- 
ter in the News Review objecting 
to the board’s action, and an edi-. 
tor’s note agreeing with the letter: 
(Replying to the board’s letters, 
Senator Butler favored the bill and’ 
Senator Beall said he hadn’t de- 
cided,) 

The board also voted to waive an 
$180 share of the Baptist Chapel’s: 
payment to Warner-Kanter for a. 
site on Crescent Road, with the un- 
derstanding that the price would 
not go up accordingly. Shares 
paid to GVHC from sales of W-K 
land are deductible from a mini- 
mum yearly payment provided in 
the vacant land sales contract with 
W-K. According to GVHC Presi- 
dent Ed Burgoon, waiver of the 
Baptist sale share will not decease 
the amount receivable by GVHC 
at the end of the year.
